second In * series of inter­ 
views with the presidents of 
the various Torrance organi­ 
zations. The two-fold purpose 
of the articles is to acquaint 
readers with the- purposes of 
the various clubs, and, on a 
personal level, to find what 
qualities aro sought in the 
people chosen as leaders.
In answer to the question, 

"In your opinion, what personal 
quality Is responsible for your 
being chosen as moderator of 
the Torrance Educational Ad­ 
visory Committee," Mrs. W. C. 
Boswell, Jr. looked thoughtful 
for a moment, then said, "You 
know, I wondered about that 
the first year I was elected, and, 
after being re-elected for the 
second term, I still don't know."

Mrs. Boswell's personality is 
built on an overwhelming Integ­ 
rity of character, and grasp of 
principles mixed with a fiasnlng 
wit and tremendous sense of 
humor.

Mr. and Mrs. Boswell have 
been residents of Torrance for 
the past ten years. When they 
first came here, housing was 
almost Impossible to find. She 
dad been given tickets to the 
"Queen For A Day" radio show, 
and was chosen to appear as 
one of the contestants.

"I'm sure the reason I was 
chosen," she said, "was because 
the thing I asked for was hu­ 
morous, and because I was 
wearing a ridiculous hat."

She paused for a moment, "I 
was Just trying to remember," 
she said, "If I wero wearing a 
funny hat the day I was elected 
moderator of the TEAC. I'll 
hot that was it."

Mrs. Boswell did not win the 
queen's crown that day, but at 
the luncheon following the 
show, she met Mrs. Cally Jack­ 
son of Torrance, the aunt of the 
girl who did win the contest, 
tfrs. Jackson remarked that she 

owned an apartment building I

and Mrs. Boswell Immediately 
asked her about vacancies. It 
turned out that one was avail­ 
able and Mrs. Boswell entered 
Torrance one foggy morning a 
week later to secure her new 
home.

Civic Growth
"Torrance was growing rap­ 

idly then as now," she said, 
"and there was a desperate need 
for enough people to keep the 
wheels turning as fast as was 
necessary to keep up with the 
expanding civic demands."

At this time, the people who 
wanted to prow with Torrance 
became Involved In many ac­ 
tivities needing community sup­ 
port, and Mrs. Boswell was one 
of them.

She became an active member 
of the Torrance Hospital Auxil­ 
iary, the YWCA, the Torrance 
Junior Woman's club and the 
Torrance Recreation Commis­ 
sion. Her work as one of the 
first women to he appointed on 
the commission was responsible 
for her being the commission's 
representative to the TEAC.

The first year she attended 
TEAC meetings the attendance 
never exceeded 35 members. 
Now, four years later, the at­ 
tendance has grown to 105 res 
ervatlons for the meeting.

The TEAC, she said, was es­ 
tablished to bring Information 
to the people as to what tho 
school system is doing and to 
discruss and solve the problems 
that arise through the system. 
Every organization and service 
club Is entitled to representa­ 
tion on the committee.

She Is now a member of the 
Senior Woman's club, and, In 
addition to her original affilia­ 
tions, Is one of the- charter 
members of ACCENT: Theatre! 
of Torrance and a member of 
Madrona P-TA.

Among the treasured antiques 
which she uses as a key to dec­ 
oration are hand-painted china 
lining the walls, a wooden but­ 
ter-mold, an old wall telephone 
with Ivy twining around It, and 
an ancient cbppcr samovar.

An antique potato masher has 
turned out to be very practical 
for the holiday season, she said.

She has been wrapping the 
loops of Christmas ribbon bows 
around It to press them.

After this Interview, It was 
easy to see why Mrs. Boswell Is 
consistently chosen as a leader, 
but not easy to describe. Ac­ 
tually. It Is obvious In her 
warmth of manner. She is one 
person to whom people come 
with their problems, and I al­ 
most wish I had a problem han­ 
dy, because I was certain she 
could have smoothed the wholft 
thing out In the course of the 
afternoon.

Although she may say some­ 
thing as simple as "H/>llo, won't 
you sit down," you feel that 
she's really saying "I've known 
you all my life, and I've enjoyed 
every minute of it."
